"I’m monitoring the situ¬ 
ation,” said Burbidge, “but 
I don’t want to impose an 
outright ban on fireworks.

is really about having fun, 
says Kristina Manzi, the 
OneFoundation’s interim 
Director of Operations. 

‘Tt’s a ride, not a race,” she 
assures. 

So far, 160 people have 
signed up, committing to 
raise a minimum $500 in the 
process. All money stays in 
Niagara, where more than 
33,000 radiation treatments 
have been completed since the 
Walker Family Cancer Centre 
opened in 2013. 

Manzi hopes 500 people will 
strap on bike helmets come 
ride day. Because it’s not a 
competitive event, cyclists 
12 years of age and older can 
participate. They can prepare 
for the Big Move at weekly 
training rides held Thursdays 
at 6 p.m. at the Rockway 
Community Centre. 


Fundraising also doesn’t have 
to be an exercise in spinning 
your wheels. Riders have 
hosted garage sales, sold 
homemade dog treats, shaved 
their head, or simply put a 
collection jar in a busy spot to 
make their fundraising goals. 
Ogilvie’s hockey league holds 
a bottle drive to help her reach 
$500 in pledges. 

Forming a team of riders also 
helps, even if everyone cycles 
a different route on ride day. 
“We have some really strong 
fundraisers,” Manzi says. 
“The teams have a really 
unique way to help because 
it’s gets everyone (on the 
team) motivated.” 

Much like Ogilvie’s own 
reasons for riding have 
changed, so has the meaning 
of the event. Before the 
Cancer Centre opened, the 
theme was One Pedal at a 


Time, with a focus on building 
the centre so patients wouldn’t 
have to travel to Hamilton for 
radiation. 

This year’s theme is Inspired 
to Ride. Reasons to participate 
abound, Manzi notes, he 
it honouring a loved one’s 
memory, celebrating a 
recovery, or because the $2.8 
million raised so far has been 
used to buy tools to assist 
treatment. 

“It’s tough to find people 
around here who haven’t been 
touched by cancer in some 
way,” Manzi says. “I’ve been 
(organizing this event) for 
eight years and ... you get to 
see the spirit of why people 
participate in this. It’s really 
an emotional day on top of a 
fun ride.”

Newark donating store 
revenue to Red Roof

Newark Neighbours, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake's food bank and charity shop, 
has been helping the needy in town for 
almost 40 years. 

But there are still locals who have 
never visited what volunteers call “the 
barn,” says Hilary Beilis, chair of the 
board of directors. 

There are many residents in town who 
have written a cheque or donated food 
or household items to support Newark 
Neighbours, but who have never seen 
the work it does first hand, she says, and 
others who don’t know that NOTL has 
a food bank, and would be surprised to 
hear there are people who depend on it 

While the food bank is in the back 
of the yellow metal bam, with its own 
entrance, the front half of the building is 
filled with gently used treasures donated 
by the generous people of NOTL - every¬ 
thing from men’s work wear to designer 
clothes, some still with new tags, small 
household appliances, linens, dishes 
and glassware, toys and books. 

“We have some really high-end stuff 
come in. The other day we had a Prada 
coat There are definitely treasures to be 
found,” said Beilis. 

The clothes are mostly used, some 
new, none more expensive than $10, 
and most around $2. Toys and books 
aren’t priced - volunteers are happy 
to see them go to a good home, with a 
small donation. 

For the month of July, all sales from 
the charity shop will be donated to Red 
Roof Retreat, which provides 24-hour 
respite care, day and evening programs 

kids and young adults. 

The decision to donate store revenue - 
and only shopping revenue, emphasizes 
Beilis, with cash donations still going to 
help the needy of NOTL - was made by 
this year’s executive for two reasons. 

First, it’s part of the Newark Neigh¬ 
bours constitution that it should share 
with other charities, and this is an 
opportunity to do that 


NOTL residents are so generous, says 
Beilis, that at the moment they have all 
they need in the way of food on shelves 
and in the freezer, and enough money 
from donations to buy what they need 
to supplement donated food. 

They’ve had such a good year that 
they’re also sponsoring a child of one 
of the families they’ve helped to go to 
day camp at the community centre, she 

“We’re very fortunate with what 
we receive, and we want to share the 

Red Roof was chosen because it’s 
a great local organization that does 
important work helping children. 

The other reason for donating shop¬ 
ping revenue is to attract people to the 
bam who have never been there. 

“There are so many people unaware 
of our thrift shop. We want them to 
come and see it, to shop, and see what 
we do, knowing that all the money will 
go to Red Roof Retreat.” 

While the organization was founded 
by Peggy Anderson decades ago to help 
those who moved to the area to farm, 
many of whom had large families, the 
demographics in town have changed 
since then, and now there are a few fam¬ 
ilies with children, some single parents 
and seniors who need help getting from 
one pay cheque to the next. 

To be accountable to businesses and 
individuals who donate to Newark, 
and to ensure those who need help are 
the ones who receive it, the charity fol¬ 
lows the guidelines of food banks in St. 
Catharines and Niagara Falls, asking for 
proof of income before handing over 
boxes of food. 

It is run entirely by volunteers, and 
with no government support. 

Newark Neighbours is open Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday, Friday and Sun¬ 
day from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. The yellow 
barn is off John Street, near the Niagara 
River Parkway. Turn into the Riverbend 
Inn driveway off John Street, and then 
watch for a litde sign that directs you to 
turn right to the bam.
